A FEMALE patient was left to 
wander the streets of Harlow in 
her nightgown after being told to 
go home from Princess Alexandra 
Hospital’s A&E department at 
3am while still “dazed and con¬ 
fused” from a dose of morphine. 

Sue Ellis, of Longfield, was talcen to the 
hospital by ambulance after suffering 
severe stomach pains linked to an ongoing 
problem with kidney stones. 

Sue (56), who was accompanied by son 
Tony, said she was told by clinical staff 
she had developed an infection and would 
need to stay overnight for observation. 

But shortly after her son left for home, 
she was woken by a nurse and told she 
needed to vacate her bed. 

“I was extremely groggy from the mor¬ 
phine and didn’t have a clue what was 
happening,” Sue told the Star. “The lady 
explained I had been discharged and 
asked whether there was someone I would 
like to call. 

“But I didn’t have anything on me - no 
numbers, phone, clothes, money, any-

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Pavement is so bad 
we walk in the road

RESIDENTS have blasted 
the state of pavements in 
their neighbourhood after 
an elderly woman tripped 
on a damaged slab and 
ended up in hospital. 

People living in the Barley 
Croft area of Harlow say the con¬ 
dition of footpaths in their street 
and along Paringdon Road is so 
bad they are often forced to walk 
in the road. 

They claim some of the slabs 
are more than three inches from 
the ground but despite making 
endless complaints to Harlow 
Council about the problem noth¬ 
ing has ever been done.

Barley Croft resident Del 
Rogers (71) said the final straw 
came when he found one of his 
neighbours in a pool of blood 
after tripping on one of the lifted 
slabs. 

“I happened to be driving by 
when I saw her lying on the 
ground on Paringdon Road,” he 
explained. “I pulled over and 
called the paramedics who later 
told me it was lucky I found her 
when I did. 

“She had lost a lot of blood 
after hitting her head on the 


pavement. She ended up in hos¬ 
pital for over a week and her 
whole face has been left black 
and blue. 

“To think it is all because no- 
one has done anything about 
those slabs is just ridiculous.” 

Roland Jerrett (74), who also 
lives in Barley Croft, said he had 
been badgering Harlow Council 
to repair the pavement for more 
than four years. 

“Every time I ask them to sort 
out the pavements they say they 
don’t have the funds and will 
have to wait,” he said. 

“Welml when on earth is that 
because I have been complaining 
about this for years and still 


nothing has been done. You just 
feel like giving up in the end.” 

A spokesman for Essex 
County Council, which is respon¬ 
sible for pavements, said: “Main¬ 
taining the condition of the coun¬ 
ty’s road network is one of our 
top priorities. 

“We routinely inspect roads 
and footways in accordance with 
the county council’s maintenance 
strategy and in addition we 
would respond and assess any 
reported defects if and when we 
are informed of them. 

“This site has been inspected 
and we are currently considering 
the timescales and options for 
repair.”

“I asked if I could at least wait somewhere 
until the morning when my husband was due to 
pick me up but she said no.” 

The mum-of-two said the next couple of hours 
were “like a dream” as she wandered the streets 
trying to get home. “I was in my night clothes - 
a dressing gown and slippers - and was com¬ 
pletely out of it. It is all just a blur. 

“I must have tried to walk home as I was by 
the Leisurezone when a police car pulled over to 
see if I was OK. Apparently I had been walking 
in the bus lane but I don’t remember. I was in so 
much pain by then I just broke down.” 

After returning to the hospital to check what 
had happened, the officers dropped her back 
home. 

“To make matters worse I later found out that 
my son had actually given the nurse two contact 
numbers before he left,” said Sue. “I just can’t for 
the life of me understand why they wouldn’t have 
called someone instead of letting me just walk 
out like that. Anything could have happened.” 

A spokesperson for the PAH NHS Trust 
declined to comment specifically on the incident, 
but said staff in the emergency department 
adhered to a “strict criteria” when discharging 
patients who did not require admission. 

“Adult patients, if deemed fit and able, are 
expected to make their own arrangements for 
return travel,” he explained. “Those patients with 
no means to do so are welcome to use our tele¬ 
phones should it be necessary or remain in the 
waiting room until suitable arrangements can be 
made.” 

He added: "To date we have received no direct 
contact from the patient regarding this complaint 
and would urge her to call the Patient Advice and 
Liaison Service so we can investigate the matter."

AS paper boys and girls begin the 
important task of delivering the 
Star to homes across the town, 
one diligent team are busy 
ensuring that no-one is denied 
access to their weekly round-up of 
local news.

Lottery grant in 2010. 

The money has also enabled them to 


equip every member with a special 
boombox needed to play the 
recordings. 

“Every volunteer has their own 
individual role to ensure the memory 
sticks are ready for distribution by the 
end of the day,” said Jenny.

A new station 
for London link

C OMMUTING to work, 
visiting family or 
friends, or just looking 
for a change of scenery. 

For many people living in Harlow 
the services provided at the town’s 
railway station play a pivotal role in 
their lives. 

But while walking the platforms, 
have you ever thought about the 
history of the town’s rail link - or 
what life might have been like 
without it? 

This picture of the station was sent 
in by reader Chris Farmer, who 
descibes it as looking “rather spick 
and span”. It is believed to be a 
promotional shot taken shortly after 
the station was opened in 1960. 
However, according to Harlow: The 
Story of a New Town by Sir 
Frederick Gibberd, Ben Hyde 
Harvey and Len White, the 
development of the town’s main 
train link to London was a long 
time coming, with many of the 
early settlers struggling with the 
lack of transport options. 

“From the outset, public transport 
has been a particular source of 
complaints,” it reads. “Many 
Harlow people remember the rail 
service to London as one of the 
nightmares of the initial 
development periods. Improvements 
were not sought with any sense of 
urgency.” 

The book explains that although 
Harlow Development Corporation 


chief executive Eric Adams felt it 
was important for weekend travel to 
be easy so families could maintain 
contact with those they had left 
back in the capital, weekday 
services were not regarded as a 
priority. 

“The corporation took the view that 
commuting between Harlow and the 
metropolitan area should not be 
encouraged,” wrote Mr Harvey. 

“The Master Plan had envisaged 
that the main railway station for the 
town should be moved from Old 
Harlow to the position then 
occupied by the insignificant halt of 
Burnt Mill. 

“The electrification of the line was 
part of British Rail's long-term plan 
for the region . . . but was left to 
take its turn in the queue of claims 
upon BR’s resources. 

“It was hard on those who had to 
commute during these years. But 


there can be no doubt that the town 
as a whole gained from its relative 
isolation in the period before its 
own services and amenities were 
developed.” 

The new station, complete with 
electrified line, was eventually 
opened in July 1960 while the 
original stop was renamed Harlow 
Mill. 

Despite the delay, it was considered 
by the corporation to have 
happened at “just about the right 
time” as more of the town’s second 
generation found the need to 
commute away from the town for 
work.

Arsonists blamed for spate of grass fires 



FIREFIGHTERS have blasted 
arsonists responsible for a spate of 
meadow fires near Harlow town 
centre. 

Crews have been called out to 
tackle several blazes in the Nette- 
swell Plantation area, all of which 
have been started deliberately. 

It is believed that in most cases 
those responsible have been setting 
light to discarded grass cuttings left 
near to the cycle paths linking the 
town centre with Tendring Road, 
although several bin fires have also 
been reported by residents. 

An Essex Fire & Rescue Service 
spokesman said: “Deliberately start¬ 
ing a fire like this is extremely irre¬ 
sponsible. They can easily bum out 
of control and spread causing wide¬ 
spread damage. 

“These wildfires are not only dan¬ 
gerous themselves but they also risk 
lives by tying up crews who could be 
needed to carry out life-saving work 
elsewhere.” 

According to Harlow resident 


Cliff Moore - who sent in the pic¬ 
ture above of firefighters extin¬ 
guishing a blaze last Friday - locals 
are becoming increasingly alarmed 
at the number of fires in the vicinity. 

“I regularly walk through the area 
and it’s very popular with families, 
so people are really starting to 
worry,” he said. 


“Although quite small in scale, 
some of these fires have been start¬ 
ed very close to woodland - it would 
be a disaster if the flames managed 
to spread. 

“The people responsible for this 
probably think it’s a just a bit of a 
prank, but they are potentially put¬ 
ting lives at risk.”

Council tax 
claimants 
will be told 
to pay more 


THOUSANDS of Harlow house¬ 
holds on low income and in receipt 
of Council Tax Benefit will be forced 
to pay more towards their bill from 
next April. 

The Government will scrap the benefit 
payment at the end of March next year as 
part of its Welfare Reform Act, replacing it 
with a Local Council Tax Support Scheme 
(LCTS) run by local authorities. 

But the shake-up will also see the fund¬ 
ing allocated to councils for LCTS cut 
back, dropping to below 90 per cent of its 
current level. 

For Harlow Council, this translates into 
a reduction of £875,000 from its annual 
spend of £8.7m, which supports around 
9,500 households in the town. 

And with pensioners protected from 
reductions to their benefit payments, the 
authority has warned that the level of sup¬ 
port given to those of working age will 
have to be cut instead to plug the gap in 
funding. 

Under draft proposals put forward by 
the council’s Labour administration, all 
claimants will have to pay at least 20 per 
cent of their council tax bill, while the 
income threshold before which benefits 
are affected will be raised. 

It also proposes to reduce the maximum 
level of capital savings below which 
claimants can still apply for support to 
£ 6 , 000 . 

Councillor Mike Danvers, portfolio 
holder for resources, said: “With the 
reduction in funding from the reforms

coming down from the Government we 
have had to make some tough choices 
about who gets help and how much. 

“In coming up with these proposals we 
have looked carefully at the potential 
impact on everyone and we are aiming to 
be as fair as possible to the majority of 
people. 

“These proposals ensure that the elderly 
are protected. Everybody pays something, 
people are encouraged to work, low- 
income families receive some help and 
thrift is rewarded.” 

A six-week public consultation on the 
plans is now under way. All feedback 
received by September 16 will be consid¬ 
ered by the council’s cabinet before a final 
set of proposals are debated and ratified at 
a full council meeting on December 13. 

The LCTS scheme will then come into 
force from April 1 next year. 

Cllr Danvers added: “It is vital that all 
residents, whether or not they receive 
council tax benefit, look very carefully at 
the proposals and let us know what they 
think.”

We must curb our 
use of plastic bags 

SIR, The number of single-use plastic bags handed 
out in the UK has gone up again over the past two 
years. 

In 2011 we used eight billion plastic carrier bags. 

That equals 254 bags handed out per second. This is 
a tremendous waste of valuable resources that often 
results in litter and can be lethal to wildlife on land 
and at sea. 

Sadly, this is a very English problem. England is 
where the growth in bag use is happening,and we are 
the only country in the UK that does not require 
shops to charge for bags and isn’t actively 
considering introducing a charge. 

When Wales introduced a 5p bag levy in 2011, 
single-use bag use fell by between 70-96 per cent. 
Ireland did it in 2002 and the number of single-use 
bags fell by 90 per cent, as well as the amount of bag 


litter. 

Some shops are already doing this voluntarily but the 
only way to make a real difference is for the 
Government to make sure England is not left behind 
and introduce an English bag levy. The money raised 
can even be spent on clearing litter, as happens in 
Wales. 

That is why I am supporting the Break the Bag Habit 
campaign run by the Campaign to Protect Rural 
England, Keep Britain Tidy, the Marine Conservation 
Society and Surfers Against Sewage. It’s simple to 
add your voice to this campaign by visiting their 
websites and writing to your MP.

for £650k

A £650,000 project aiming to cement 
Harlow Cricket Club’s place at the 
heart of the local community has been 
unveiled by club bosses. 

The Shepherd Neame Essex League 
Division One outfit is seeking planning per¬ 
mission to build a new clubhouse and car park 
to replace ageing facilities at its two grounds in 
Marigolds - the team’s home for over 150 
years. 

The structure, designed by local _ 

architect Christopher Snow, would 
be built to English Cricket Board 
standards and feature four changing 
rooms, an umpire’s room, club 
lounge, bar, toilets and an office. 

Club president Alan Howick said 
the plans, which have now been sub¬ 
mitted to Harlow Council for 
approval, would bring the club into 
the 21st century. 

“The club wants to be an integral 
and central part of the community 
but we have an urgent need to bring 
the club’s facilities into the 21st cen¬ 
tury,” he said. 

“The existing clubhouse is now 
far too small, the amenities are no 
longer acceptable and the new build¬ 
ing will serve both grounds equally 
well.” 

The costs of the project will be

The team will also be applying for 
grants from organisations including 
the ECB, Sport England and the Big 
Society Fund. 


Mr Howick added: “From a crick¬ 
et point of view, we’re hopeful that 
the new facilities will help attract 
new players, especially local ones. 

“Em very proud that over 60 per 
cent of our current first XI have 
come through the club structure. 
Long may that continue.” 


Army pair on duty at the Olympics 



A HARLOW-based Territorial Army reservist is helping 
to provide a secure communications network between 
the UK's Olympic venues. 

Corporal Simon Denton, working alongside colleagues 
from the 71 (Yeomanry) Signal Regiment, is 
responsible for maintaining a robust and resilient 
emergency communications system for use by 
military and security personnel in the event of a 
major incident. 

It is the first time the 29-year-old has been mobilised 
for a live operation in his 12 years in the TA.

"It's a once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity to get 
involved in something as big 
as the Olympics.

ark has opened his creation to the public. 
Dutch millionaire John Huibers spent four 
years building the giant boat after dreaming 
his home town would be destroyed by a 
flood of Biblical proportions. 

"The next day I bought a book about Noah's 
Ark," he told reporters. "That night, while 
sitting on the couch with my kids, I looked at 
it and said it's what we're going to do." 

Based on measurements set out in the book 
of Genesis in the Old Testament, the ark 
features its own bible museum complete 
with life-size plastic animals and an aviary 
packed with exotic birds. 

It was constructed by welding the metal 
hulls of several old barges together before 
applying an outer cladding of Scandinavian 
pine wood. 

The massive boat, which can carry up to 
3,000 people, also boasts a restaurant and 
1,500-seat conference centre. 



Mr Huibers had planned to sail the ark - 
currently moored on the Merwede River in 
Dordrecht - up the River Thames in London 


during the Olympic Games but was forced to 
abandon his plans after Dutch authorities 
raised health and safety concerns.

IS it a bus? Is it a train? In fact it’s nei¬ 
ther. 

This curious hybrid vehicle, known as a 
‘transport centipede’, had many Harlow sho¬ 
ppers puzzled when it rolled into Market 
Square to publicise the launch of a vintage 
bus and steam train experience. 

Epping Ongar Railway, a heritage steam 
railway linking the towns of Epping and 
Ongar, has teamed up with Harlow Council 
to run the service during the summer. 

Throughout August it will be possible to 
step back in time by hopping aboard the 
396 service - an iconic red or green London 
Routemaster bus - from Harlow bus station 
for a trip to North Weald where passengers 
can then catch a steam train to Ongar. 

Councillor Tony Durcan, portfolio holder 
for regeneration and enterprise, said: “Many 
of our older residents, including some who 
moved from London in 1950s, will remem¬ 
ber travelling on the old London buses and 
riding on a stream train. 

“They now have the opportunity to share 
that experience with their families. 

“I’m sure this is going to be a popular 
attraction this summer. It’s certainly been a 


very long time since a London bus has trav¬ 
elled through Harlow!” 

The vintage service will run every Friday, 
Saturday and Monday from Harlow bus sta¬ 
tion - departing at 10.45am and noon, until 
September 1. 


Day tickets for the two experiences can be 
purchased from the travel kiosk at a cost of 
£13 for adults (£11 concessions) and £7 for 
children or £4 for a family ticket.

PASSENGERS flying into 
Stansted Airport for the 
Olympics are being greeted by a 
huge new artwork carved into 
the meadows between the A414 
and Parndon Mill in Harlow. 
Dubbed The Olympic Acres’, the 
colossal living sculpture covers more 
than 30 acres of farmland and 
depicts a runner on an athletics 
track. 

The result of a collaboration 
between the artistic community at 
Parndon Mill and children at Little 
Parndon Primary School, the design 
was mown into the meadows last 
weekend by local farmer William 
Gottschalk. 

It is so vast it is best viewed from the 
air, but a camera mounted on a 
chimney stack at Parndon Mill 
means visitors to the gallery do not 


need to take to the skies to get a 
bird’s-eye view of the work. 
Youngsters at the school in Park 
Mead spent much of last term 
preparing Olympics-inspired designs 
for the ambitious project, with artists 
picking Year 6 pupil Allie 
McDowall’s entry as the best of the 
bunch. 

“This has been a really exciting 
project to be part of,” said Sally 
Anderson from Parndon Mill. “The 
schoolchildren all worked very hard 


to come up with their own designs 
for the artwork and we had a very 
worthy winner. 

“Now the design has been cut into 
the meadows it will be easy to see 
from the air, meaning thousands of 
passengers flying into Stansted for 
the Olympics will get a taste of 
Harlow’s flair for the arts.” 

Funding for the project has been 
provided by airport operator BAA’s 
community fund as part of the 
county council-backed Essex 


Summer Of Art programme - and 
Sally said she hoped pilots would be 
encouraged to flag up the artwork 
as they approached Stansted. 

“We’ve had tremendous backing 
from BAA and I’m hoping now it’s 
complete that airlines will ask their 
staff to point it out to passengers 
flying in from Europe. 

“It’s very exciting for the children to 
think that something they have 
helped create will be seen by so 
many people!”

HAVING almost completely stalled their 
creative engines with Cars 2 , Pixar heads for 
the ancient Scottish highlands in this 
computer-animated fable of female 
empowerment. 

Brave signals a return to form for Disney’s team 
of digital wizards, striking a perfect balance 
between laughter and tears. 

The central plot of a daughter's fractious 
relationship with her mother might be slight, but 
directors Mark Andrews, Brenda Chapman and 
Steve Purcell conjure excitement and heart¬ 
warming sentiment out of the ether. 

King Fergus of Clan DunBroch (voiced by Billy 


Connolly) and his wife Queen Elinor (Emma 
Thompson) plan to marry off their daughter 
Merida (Kelly Macdonald) to the first-born son of 
one of the other clans. However, Merida disrupts 
the Highland Games which are designed to test 
the suitors, then flees into the forest where she 
encounters a witch (Julie Walters). 

The princess asks for a spell that will change her 
fate and so the witch gives Merida an enchanted 
cake. When Queen Elinor takes a bite she 
metamorphoses into a bear - the same animal 
which cleaved off King Fergus’ left leg. 

Merida is consumed with regret, fearing her 
father will kill Queen Elinor in her fearsome new 
form, so mother and daughter head into the 
wilderness to break the spell. 

The quality of animation in Brave is jaw- 
dropping. Merida's fiery flowing locks deserve an 
Oscar on their own, such is the exquisite detail of 


every windswept fibre. And that’s before your 
eyes are wooed by the sweeping landscapes, 
action-packed chases and colourful supporting 
characters. 

The 3D format is used sparingly and comes into 
its own when Merida and her trusty steed Angus 
gallop through forests and glens as trees with 
low-hanging branches whizz past at dizzying 
speed.

Your search ends here.

1 DARE say that we all like the 
idea of owning a performance car 
- or at least a car with a little 
performance. Imagine being able to 
despatch a slow-moving caravan 
without having to wait for two miles 
of clear and straight road. 

But the flip side of proper 
performance can make a car a 
nightmare to live with: stiff ride, 
noise and a general lack of 
refinement are the classic issues. 
That’s not something your average 
Mercedes-Benz customer is going to 
put up with, which is why the AMG 
version of its luxurious SL roadster 
has a difficult brief to achieve. 

It needs to look fabulous, drive and 
ride with all the comfort of the 
standard SLs but at the same time 
have blistering performance and be a 
total hoot to drive hard. An SL AMG 
owner wouldn’t accept anything less. 
The first nod to this dual purpose 
role is the engine. The badge might 
say 63, but underneath that long 
bonnet is twin-turbocharged 5.5-litre 
V8 already appearing in the higher 
end AMG models. 

If you’re familiar with the naturally 
aspirated 6.3-litre unit though, I don’t 
blame you for being disappointed - 
that engine is an absolute delight. 

But it only took about two miles for 


easy to dismiss the numerous settings 
for the suspension, gearbox, steering 
and engine as mere gimmickry, but 
the reality is you can set the car up to 
waft along, demanding almost 
nothing from you at all. 

Set the radar-guided cruise control 
on the motorway and you can cruise 
for hundreds of miles, settled in the 
multi-adjustable comfortable seats, 
the audio system providing high 
quality accompaniment and the noise 
levels impressively low. 

The biggest problem with the SL63 
AMG is all the decisions you’ll have 
to make; performance pack or not, 
the Magic Sky roof that gives you 
shade or a clear view at the touch of 
a button or the ‘hands-free’ boot 
system that can be opened or closed 
with a kick under the rear bumper. 
You’ll want to take a little time with 
the colour and wheel combinations 
too; in solid red the SL can look a 
little chunky, yet in the matte white 
finish with black wheels it is classy 
and even a little bit sinister. 

So what began as a difficult brief 
actually turned into the recipe for the 
perfect high-performance roadster. 
The SL is tremendously fast, 
involving and satisfying, and yet it 
can soothe away your troubles and 
despatch you to your destination with 
total ease. All you need to do is pay 
for it.

all doubts to be dispelled. For 
starters, you’d never know it was 
turbocharged judging the riotous 
noise it makes. 

Normally turbo engines have less of 
the beautiful exhaust noise, 
something the 6.3 was known for. 

But when you tread firmly on the 
accelerator it sings and pops and 
snarls; not too much of course, this is 
still a Mercedes-Benz. 

More important is how it goes, of 
course, and there’s nothing but good 
news here too. It has 530bhp, which 
is a lot, as well as 5901b.ft of torque. 
If you are some sort of 
megalomaniac and that’s not enough 
you can plump for the AMG 
Performance Package which bumps 
this up to 556bhp and 6641b.ft of 


torque. That also gets you a raised 
electronic speed limiter, from 
155mphto 186mph. 

Those figures don’t quite illustrate 
just how rapidly the SL63 goes 
though. It’s the torque that does it, 
providing instant urge right from 
tickover and all the way around the 
rev range. 

It punches forward from rest, the 
seven-speed dual-clutch transmission 
shifting at the red line for you unless 
you use the paddles to shift yourself. 
But arguably more impressive is the 
way it continues to pile on speed 
relentlessly - whatever speed you 
start at you can add another big 
chunk in a matter of seconds. 

Before long, of course, you’ll find 


yourself piling into a bend at speed, 
and where you might expect this 
unquestionably sizeable car to 
struggle, it somehow manages to 
surprise once again. 

It only takes a few tight bends for 
you to get a sense of it feeling much 
smaller than it actually is; the 
aluminium bodyshell and suspension 
components that have helped to 
shave over 100kg compared to the 
outgoing car pay dividends. It turns 
in very obediently, grips securely 
both at the front and rear and will 
power out with real purpose. Start 
playing with the ESP settings and 
you can even play the hooligan - and 
the SL63 is happy to play along. 

And yet it never stops being a 
comfortable droptop grand tourer. It’s

Athletics chief is Olympics official 


WATCH out for Harlow 
Athletic Club secretary 
Catherine Bauer on BBC1 
in tonight’s triple jump final 
at the Olympics Stadium in 
Stratford. 

The Harlow-based administra¬ 
tor and manager of Harlow 
Athletic Club's men's team has 
been clocking times and register¬ 
ing distances as part of her role 
as a volunteer official at London 
2012 . 

She checks out the athletes' dis¬ 
tances and registers them on the elec¬ 
tronic scoreboards that can be seen at 
the stadium and then on television, 
where she is watched by not only 
80,000 people in the crowd but bil¬ 
lions viewing world wide. 

She has already been rubbing 
shoulders with Great Britain 
favourite and gold medallist Jessica 
Ennis when she covered the javelin 
in the heptathlon on Saturday, plus 
the women's shot put final. 

"On the first day when Jessica 
Ennis came out you could not hear 
yourself think. On the TV you can 
hear the noise but it's nothing like 
being in the stadium," she explained. 

"I've seen Jess before. She's great. 
Every time Louise [Hazel, other GB 
heptathlon competitor] or Jessica 
took their turn the crowd really got 
behind them. 

"I was overlooking the 100 metre 
finish line [when Usain Bolt compet¬ 
ed]. I'm either on the field or in a 
back room checking [distances] on a 
computer. I send the information to 
the scoreboard.” 

She added: "It has been brilliant. 
The atmosphere is so good. The 
cheers that go up are great. The sup¬ 


port has been so good." 

Bauer, of Quarry Springs in 
Harlow, was also officiating in the 
Olympic Stadium last Friday and is 
back there today when she will not 
only check distances in the triple 
jump, but was also at the men's pole 
vault yesterday (Wednesday). 

Bauer, who is the wife of Harlow's 
GB Masters gold-medal winning dis¬ 
cus thrower Dave Bauer, applied two 
years ago to become an official at the 
Games but only got the nod last 
September and then took part in test 
events in May. 

She will also be officiating at the 
Paralympic Games in September. 

"I have really enjoyed it. It's been 
the most amazing thing. It's been a 
lot of fun," she said. It's a once in a 
lifetime thing. It's just nice to get out 
where the athletes are and interact 
with them." 

Bauer has been given bronze, sil¬ 
ver and gold pin badges by London 
2012 organisers to commemorate her 
role as a volunteer official. 

Bauer, who works as a senior 
housing manager for Harlow 
Council, has been officiating at 
national events since January. 

She started as an athletics official, 
clocking times, distances and 
heights, back in 2000. 

She now regularly adjudicates in 
athletics competitions across the 
Eastern region, as well as nationally 
and will be officiating at the 
Birmingham Grand Prix meeting, 
attracting top athletes from across 
the world in August.

Learning curve for Huckh 




THE disappointment was palpable for 
James Huckle after he missed out in 
his final event at the London 2012 
Olympics on Monday. 

The 21-year-old Harlow marksman 
was competing in the three positions 
50m rifle, his favoured event. 

He finished 25th on 1,162 points. 

He was ahead of fellow Brit Jonathan 
Hammond, who finished 41st on 1,142 
in the qualifying stage. 

Italian shooter Niccolo Campriani 
went on to win the gold by six points. 
Huckle said: “I didn’t make the final 
which was my goal, this is my event. 

“I wanted above 390 after the prone 
and got 392. My standing was nearly 
perfect, steady 96s, but it’s all down to 
the kneeling unfortunately. 

“I knew if I put in a slightly above 
average score I’d be in the final, but I 
think the pressure got to me.” 

This came three days after Huckle 
came 29th overall from 50 shooters in 
the men’s 50m rifle prone event. 

He was four points off the total 
needed to be one of the eight 
qualifiers for the final. 

He scored 591 points out of a possible 
600 including shooting 35 inner 10s. 
Winner of the heat was Belarussian 
Sergei Martynov who equalled the 
world record with a maximum 600

points out of 600, including 53 innel 
10s. The same shooter then went onf 
win the final by 4.3 points. 

“It was tough,” Huckle said. 
“Conditions-wise it was probably one 
of the best days we’ve seen on the 
range, although the wind is flicking 
about it never got too much strength 
up, especially at the start of the 
match. 


“I started with 100 which was a great 
start and I felt solid, but I had a few 
shots that didn’t go where I thought 
they would go and I could feel my 
technique slipping a bit.” 

He added: “I tried to stay calm, but if 
you start to make mistakes you get 
punished pretty quickly. 

“You have to relax and keep focused, 
but I didn’t know what was wrong 
with my technique so I couldn’t 
correct it enough. 

“So I stood up, went back down, re¬ 
focused and I was absolutely fine. I 
ended with 100, 99, and 99 which is a 
more than respectable finish - if I did 
that earlier it would have been fine.” 


In his first event, the 10m air rifle, 
Huckle was 24th and the gold in this 
discipline was won by Romanian Alin 
George Moldoveanu by 0.6 points. 
The shooting took place at the Royal 
Artillery Barracks in Woolwich, 
South London.

CHLOE Rogers can reflect on 
a wonderful Olympics. 

The Harlow-born player 
has played a key role as Great 
Britain’s women’s hockey 
team have enjoyed a great run 
at the Riverside Arena in front 
of 16,000 passionate fans.

“When you first walk out 
it’s always a goose-bumpy 
moment especially when the 
national anthem is played and 
everyone is singing along. It’s 
fantastic and definitely help¬ 
ing us.” 

Rogers scored in the game 
against South Korea (a 5-3 


win). GB also beat Belgium 
(3-0) and Japan (4-0), but lost 
to China (1-0). 

“We can’t complain about 
our results - we made the 
semi-final which hasn’t been 
done for a long time. We start¬ 
ed very well to get three wins 
out of three, it set us up very 
nicely for the final stages, that 
hard work got us into the 
semis,” said Rogers. 

“We’ve played well, we’ve 
achieved what we wanted to 
achieve and now we’re in the 
business end of it so here we 

go” 

On the Dutch game: “It’s 
never easy against the Dutch, 


they’re the defending champi¬ 
ons. It was tough we con¬ 
trolled it well first half, we 
went 1-0 up and it was a good 
start. 

“We threw it away a bit in 
the second half, we didn’t do 
ourselves justice. We didn’t 
play well enough, but hope¬ 
fully we’ll learn from our mis¬ 
takes. 

“We’ve all got an ambition 
of wanting to win a gold 
medal. Everyone comes into 
the Olympics with that in 
mind. 

“We’ve got high ambitions 
to win our semi and go on to 
the gold medal match. 


“The Olympics is fantastic 
for hockey. We get a lot of 
coverage we were all inspired 
when we were young watch¬ 
ing someone at the 
Olympics.” 

Rogers added: “I’m from 
Barnston, that’s where I’ve 
always lived I had to move for 
training to Maidenhead, but 
I’ll be going back to Great 
Dunmow after this.”

in Britain. Going back to the age of 
Roger Bannister and beyond, we have 
a fantastic history in the mile and the 
half-mile. 

“But I was beginning to despair at

- until I saw Andrew Osagie. 

“He’s got something, he’s a real tal¬ 
ent. 

“But let’s not pull the wool over his 
eyes, or build up people’s hopes 
beyond reasonable expectation: on 
paper, he has no chance of a gold 
medal. 

“He [Rudisha] is at least as good as 
Seb Coe in his heyday. Over 800m,

himself out, Rudisha is capable of tak¬ 
ing the record out of sight,” Ovett 
wrote in his column in the Daily 
Mirror. 

Osagie, of Northbrooks, was not 
too concerned about this lack of pace 
in the heat, which was in the morning. 

He said: “I am rubbish in the heats 
of competitions but I got the crucial 
third spot. I’m not very good in the 
mornings with these early starts. I’m 
better in the evenings. 

“The crowd has been unbelievable 
for the last few days and we are all 
doing it for Team GB.” 

He will be watched by his parents 
Andrew and Katrina, plus sister 
Elisher and brother Lloyd, who also 
watched the heat and semi-final with 
the 80,000 crowd at Stratford. 

Nearly 40 people watched the race 
on a big screen at Mark Hall 
Sportscentre, home of Harlow

British track lege 


says Harlow athlete can bring 


GREAT Britain Olympic 
legend Steve Ovett has 
written off 800 metre run¬ 
ner Andrew Osagie’s 
chances of winning a gold 
medal tonight - but believes 
he can still shine and bring 
home either silver or 
bronze. 

Ovett, a medal-winning star 
at the 1980 and 1984 
Olympics, has hailed the 
Harlow athlete. 

However, Ovett believes 
Kenyan David Rudisha - the 
world record holder - is just too 
good to beat. 

“David Rudisha is probably an even 
hotter favourite to win the 800m in 
London than Usain Bolt [was] to win 
the 100m - because Bolt’s rivals [had] 
the faint hope he might false start,” 
explained Ovett. 

“If Osagie puts it altogether he has 
a real chance of a medal - and you’ve 
no idea how happy it would make an 
old-timer like me feel, because I was 
beginning to wonder if we would ever 
produce another middle distance con¬ 
tender. 

“The Coe-Ovett era might be 
remembered fondly, but our time has 
long gone. There is a chance for some¬ 
one to make history of their own - 
someone like Osagie.” 

Harlow Athletic Club member 
Osagie, 24, started his quest for 
Olympic glory on Monday, but strug¬ 
gled in the heat when he only just 


came through in third. 

But it was a different story in the 
semi-final on Tuesday when he pro¬ 
duced a fantastic late sprint to auto¬ 


matically qualify in second, just 
behind Rudisha. 

Ovett has no doubt Osagie is a star. 
“We love our middle-distance runners 


Watts tests out Stratford track in test event 


SPRINTER Sam Watts - who 
tested out the Stratford track the 
day before Olympic athletics events 
began - is not too surprised 
runners have been producing top 
times. 

The bouncy surface is conducive to 
some excellent performances, 
allowing runners to quickly get into 
their stride at the multi-million 
pound venue. 

It was an empty arena when the 
Harlow-born athlete ran last 
Wednesday, but Watts was 
delighted to get the chance to run 
in the Olympic Stadium again. 

The 20 year-old had run the 200 
metres in a test event at the 
stadium in May and tested the 
track again in 100m races last 
week. 

Watts, above , clocked 10.61 seconds 
and came fourth in a heat and then 



came 7th in the final test event in 
10.79s. 


“It was great to be asked and I 
really enjoyed it. It had the best 
runners from clubs competing. The 
track is really quick,” said Watts. 
“It was nice to see the likes of 
[American] Tyson Gay warm up 
and be close to you, but I could not 
chat to them as I was focused on 
what I was doing.” 

Watts was surprised Usain Bolt 
broke the Olympic 100m record in 
Sunday’s final. “They are at night 
and the muscles do not react so 
well in the night, but that would be 
the only factor stopping the best 
times,” he added. 

He flew to Sweden on Friday to 
compete in the Folksam Challenge 
in Mordnal where he came first in 
the 200m in 21.19s. 

Competing a gruelling day he flew 
back that night, landing at 
10.30pm. 


Watts then watched the Olympic 
100m semi-final and final with his 
Woodford Green with Essex Ladies 
AC coach Gladys Bird. 

He was able to watch his close pal 
Adam Gemili, who instead of 
playing for Thurrock against 
Bishop’s Stortford in Saturday’s 
friendly he had the slightly more 
important matter of the 100m 
semi-final. 

Gemili, the World Junior 
Champion, was third and only just 
missed out on a place in the final 
with a time of 10.06s. 

This was quicker than the time 
Allan Wells ran when he won gold 
at the Moscow Olympics in 1980 
(10.20s). 

Watts added: “Just looking at the 
stadium I just cannot imagine how 
good it would be to be competing 
with all the people there.”

know which way it would go.” 

Trott’s story is a remarkable one. 

She only took up sport because doctors 
encouraged her family to do so as she 
suffered a collapsed lung as a baby. 

She started with swimming before 
switching to eyeing where he talent 
quickly became clear and she earned 
success from a very early age. 

She made her Olympics debut in the 
team pursuit on Friday. 

Trott set at a new world record at the 
Velodrome with GB colleagues Dani King 
and Joanna Rowsell, in the qualifying 
round, clocking 3 mins 15.669 secs. 

The trio then smashed their own world 
record the next day in the first round 
(3:14.82). 

They pulled out all the stops in the final 
to win the gold in 3:14.051 - breaking 
their own world record for the sixth time. 
After a day’s rest, Trott took on the six 
disciplines of the Omnium. On Monday, 
she sailed to victory in the flying lap 
250m time trial in 14.057. 

Next up was the 20km points race and 
despite coming 10th, she won two of the 
eight sprints in the race. 

In the elimination race, which sees the 
last rider on each lap eliminated, Trott 
was the coolest rider on track as she sped 
to victory. 

Tuesday brought second place in the 3km 
individual pursuit (3:30.547) and third in 
the scratch race. 

That set up a thrilling 500m time trial 
with Trott needing to win and Hammer, 
who was leading the standings, to finish 
three places below her. 

Everything went to plan as the cyclist 
won in 35.110, leapfrogging Hammer, 
who was fourth in the trial and had to 
settle for silver. 

What happened 
to velodrome? 

THE success of the British cyclists at London 
2012 has re-ignited anger over the loss of the 
Harlow Velodrome. 

The cycling track, off Edinburgh Way, was 
a mecca for cyclists from across the country 
in the 1970s and ’80s. 

The track was built with the expertise of 
Vin Denson, the former Great Britain star 
and veteran of the Tour de France in the 
1960s. 

He has lived in High Laver for 43 years 
since he moved to the area to take up a posi¬ 
tion as vice-president of Harlow Cycling 
Club in 1969. 

He oversaw the construction of the Harlow 
velodrome in the late 1960s, bringing on 
board architects, designers and electricians to 
bring the project to fruition off Edinburgh 
Way in the town after he helped raise £56,000 
- there was no National Lottery funding back 
in those days! 

The velodrome quickly became renowned 
in British cycle racing, attracting the top rac¬ 
ers to this little pocket of Essex. 

But when the money dried up and the track 
needed improving, it was sold off when 
Pearsons brought the site for a reported £4m 
in the early 1990s. 

It was envisaged that the money would be 
used to build a new velodrome elsewhere in 
the town, but this never happened. 

It has left many Harlow residents asking 
‘why didn’t we get a new velodrome?’ 

The money is believed to have gone to a 
trust and was reinvested elsewhere in the 
town.

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Athlete can explode into historywith medal in Olympics final 


ANDREW Osagie can create histo¬ 
ry tonight (Thursday) when he goes 
for glory in the 800 metres final at 
the London Olympics. 

The Harlow athlete became the first 
GB 800m runner for 20 years to qualify 
for this final at an Olympic Games when 
he came second in the semi-final on 
Tuesday. 

Not since Curtis Robb in the 1992 
Barcelona Olympics has GB had a runner in 
the final. 

Now if Osagie can produce the same form 
he showed in the semi, when he produced a 
world class display to qualify automatically in 
second spot behind the world record holder, 
Kenyan David Rudisha, the 24-year-old might 
just take Britain’s first medal since Seb Coe’s 
gold in 1984 in Los Angeles. 

Osagie - who always performs his signature 
gesture by mocking an explosion and 
mouthing the word ‘boom’ for TV cameras in 
the starting blocks before his races - clocked 1 
minute 44.74 seconds in the semi, finishing 
ahead of third-placed American Nick 
Symmonds (1:44.87). 

Rudisha led from the start and won in 
1:44.35. 

Osagie said afterwards: “I’m so happy. You 
know you plan for a year for this race. You 
need to get it right. 

“My legs were tired, but I knew what I 
needed to do and I did it. I only just came 
through. 

“I can't believe I qualified automatically. I 
thought if I could get in the top four, I would 
give myself a chance [only the top two auto-

matically qualified from three semi¬ 
finals]. 

“I wanted to give the crowd a boost as 
I’m the only British 800 metre runner to j 
get through.” 

Osagie’s name was met by a massive roai 
by the 80,000 crowd in the Olympic 
Stadium in Stratford when it was 
announced just prior to the start of the sec¬ 
ond semi-final. 

He made his way through from 6th to 
fifth and kept pace with the chasing pack. 

It was the final 100 metres that he showed 
his explosive pace and burst through to take 
second, just pipping Symmonds on the line. 

It was a completely different story to his 
heat on Monday morning, when he almost 
missed out on qualification. 

But Osagie came through when it really 
mattered. He was only a fraction off Rudisha’s 
time in the end and fractionally off his own 
personal best of 1:44.48. 

Former GB Olympic 10,000m bronze 
medallist Brendan Foster was commentating 
for BBC1. He beamed: “That was an absolute¬ 
ly fantastic run by Andrew Osagie. I thought 
he was struggling, but then he accelerated. 

“Andrew Osagie has run the race of his life 
to qualify with David Rudisha. His coach 
Craig Winrow has done a fantastic job getting 
him ready. 

“Well done Andrew Osagie. He has made it 
through to the Olympic final. He must have 
dreamt about doing that in the Olympics.”

“For the 500m I was nervous, 
but that was the first time 
I’ve been nervous because it 
was all or nothing -1 didn’t
